Nazis Reported Fleeing Bulgaria: 
Washington Studies Peace Terms 


LONDON, Aug. 28.—(4)—Allied‘ 
surrender terms are expected to 
be presented to an envoy of Bul- 
garia within a few days and Ger- 
man troops were reported tonight 
to have started withdrawing from 
this Balkan satellite. 

The Moscow radio, quoting the 
Bulgarian News Agency, said the 
German flight would “be com- 
pleted within a few days.” 

“Disarming of German troops 
crossing the Bulgaria-Romania 
frontier is going on,” said the 
broadcast.

PARIS, Aug. 28.—(#)—Paris 
wants food, which the Allies can 
and will give her, and, now that /|° 
she is rid of the Germans, she also 
wants disorderly elements of the 
Maquis and the French Forces of 
the Interior kept in check. 

The Allies are determined that 
Gen. de Gaulle must solve the 
latter problem. 

Today, some 72 hours after 
Paris was liberated, the city is still 
in an uproar. Wild-eyed youths 
waving rifles and machineguns in 
one hand and driving careening 
automobiles with the other still 
roam the streets. 

There still are sporadic out- 
bursts of rifle fire and fist fights 
among the French themselves. 
The streets present no semblance 
of order. 

The majority of the Maquis and 
FFI were described as leve)-head- 
ed Patriots anxious to get on with 
the task of restoring peace and 
order. 

De Gaulle requested that two 
divisions of British and American 
troops parade through Paris and 
it is likely such a show will be 
arranged, but Gen. Eisenhower 
has given no indication that he 
plans to take over the policing of 
the city.

LONDON, Tuesday, Aug. 29.—

Although making progress in 
their primary objective of destroy- 
ing German armies, the two forces

POISING TRAP 


American armor east of Paris 
stormed along north of the Marne 
river to within five miles of Cha- 
teau-Thierry, where Americans 
helped halt the final German 
drive in 1918. Now more than 40 
miles from Paris, this force was 
one of three reported within 40 
miles of Reims, all are threats to 
the retreat route of the Germans 
whose channel positions are men- 
aced by the drive. 

Reuters reported strong U. S.

Italy Denied 
Peace Table 
Participation. 


ROME, Aug. 28.—(#)—P rime 
Minister Churchill in a farewell 
message to the Italian people re- 
leased today declared his hope 
“free and progressive” 
Italy will take her place among 
the leading nations of Europe, but 
indicated she cannot expect to sit 
as a full ally at the peace ‘able 
at the end of the war, which he 
said “may not be so far off as was 
formerly expected.” 

He announced that he was di- 
recting British representatives on 
international bodies to “do their 
utmost” to correct Italian hard- 
ships, and that “large new Italian 
forces will soon join the -..llied 
armies.” 

His reference to international 
bodies was interpreted as mean- 
ing that he supports the applica- 
tion to Italy of the United Na- 
tions relief and rehabilitation ad- 
ministration. The UNRRA will 
make a report on the Italian sit- 
uation at a Montreal conference 
in September. 

Churchill, who left Rome last 
Wednesday, said “I am sure those 
efforts (at relief) will be warm- 
ly supported by our Allies.” 

The prime minister declared 
that “there is one gift which cer- 
tainly will be given to Italy when 
normal conditions are restored— 
the priceless gift of freedom.” But 
in emphasizing he felt that the 
Italian people were responsible 
for the Fascist regime, he appar- 
ently indicated she could not be 
accepted as a full ally. 

“Naturally we cannot forget the 
circumstances of Mussolini’s at- 


-tack on France and Great Britain 


when we were at our weakest and 
people thought that Great Britain 
would sink forever—which in fact 
she has not done,” he said. 
“When a nation has allowed it- 
self to fall into a tyrannical re- 
gime it cannot be absolved from 


the faults due to the guilt of that 


regime. ...

French Patriots Learned Early 
To Study Every Face Minutely 


(This is the second of five arti- 
cles on the powerful uprising of 
the French underground forces 
as told by Andre Lebord, one of 
the leaders of the movement for 
three years, to Leland Stowe, 
Pulitzer Prize winner and well- 
known war correspondent.) 


py ANDRE LEBORD 
t, 1944, For The Constitution. 

We read of French Patriots, 
members of the French Forces of 
the Interior, liberating towns or 
cities in every section of France 
below Paris. This is the Resist- 
ance, known to Americans as the 
Underground. But what is the Re- 
sistance? How is it organized and 
how does it operate? | 

As a chief of sector in the Re- 
sistance, for nearly three years, I 
saw the underground born in iso- 
lated little groups of Patriots. 
Then the bands grew into an ever- 
widening network, and became an 
amazing movement. This growth 
was magnificent, but its cost was 
terrible. 

I have a picture of 10 wives 
of my closest comrades. Today 
nine of these French women are 
widows. The tenth was my wife. 
The Gestapo captured my wife. I 
can only hope that she is dead. 
She carried poison, as so many 
of us did. I hope she was able 
to take it before the Boche 
searched her. 

HAD 500 MEN 

In the last year I had some 500 
men and women working under 
my command. But our ranks had 
to be refilled again and again be- 
cause the Gestapo constantly sup- 
pressed our members, by death or 
by deportation. I kept a roll of 
honor of my Resistance comrades. 
Two hundred and forty of them 
were killed or deported—and most 
of those who were deported mere- 
ly went to horrible tortures and 
a lingering death. Their risks 
were far greater than those of a 
soldier in battle. They were won- 
derful men and women. I shall 
hate the Germans all my life. 

If you had lost 240 brave associ- 
ates, living and breathing only 
for their country, would you feel 
differently? If you can understand 
the devotion of these anonymous 
people, you can understand the 
power—yes, and the immortality— 
of the Underground. 

Just after France fell I joined 
the Resistance, almost by acci- 
dent. Officers in our Army In- 
formation Service said to me, 
“The war is not finished. We con- 
tinue, without uniforms. We must

consider ourselves soidiers. Our 
wom: :, too. It’s a new war we 
are making.” , .. A friend of 
mine came to our home in the 
country. Her husband had been 
arrested. But he escaped with 
two other officers—one a Pole— 
and they came to us. They got a 
radio and made a contact with 
London. Then they told me a Brit- 
ish plane was coming for them. 
Could I find a landing place for 
the plane? I found it. That was 
my first plane from London—and 
I was in the Resistance. 

I was asked to organize a “sec- 
tor.” It must be small because no- 
body knew who could be trusted. 
Our town had 6,000 inhabitants. | 
found an autobus driver, a rail- 
road station employe, an insur- 
ance agent, a retired gendarme. 
That was our little group. Our job 
was to get all kinds of military 
and other information for the Al- 
lies. I don’t know whether you 
have understood in America that 
the underground was originally a 
system for spying on the Germans. 
In the past three years the French 
Resistance became one of the 
greatest and most efficient intelli- 
gence services anywhere in the 
world. We _ were the behind-the- 
lines intelligence, first for the Brit- 
ish—then for the British and 
Americans—especially for their 
air forces. 

SOME FUNCTIONS 


Here are some ot our functions: 
1, Signaling passage of all Ger- 
man troop trains. 2, Reporting 
how many Germans were sta- 
tioned in each department of 
France, 3. Indicating what food, 
wood and other materials the 
Boches were sending to Germany. 
4. Reporting the production in 
French factories, 5. Stealing plans 
of factories, and of weapons they 
produced, and sending them to 
London. Fifteen days after one 
plant began making a certain can- 
non we had its description and 
dimensions in London. Of course, 
my wife, the officer’s wife, my 
brothers and parents worked as 
members of our little group. Then 
I found more men and women and 
created other “sectors.” Finally I 
was chief in 10 of the 90 French 
departments. 

We had agents in every town. 
There was someone to make the 
rounds in each sector and collect 
information in the two weeks be- 
fore the full moon, when the RAF 
planes would come. Most urgent 
information was sent from hidden 
radios—very dangerous work be- 
cause the Gestapo used rambling 
detection-radio cars, and squads of 
pocket radio men, to locate our 
emission posts. Any captured post 
operator was executed immediate- 
ly by the Germans. We lost many 
posts, so much of our information 
had to go by plane. 

USED EDIBLE PAPER 

At first we wrote reports on edi- 
ble paper. It was hard to write 
on. Then the British supplied us 
with explosive paper. You carried 
it wadded in your gloves, and al- 
ways smoked a cigarette. If the 
Germans stopped you, you touched 
your cigarette to the paper. It 
blew up, into nothing. But if you 
had to do this, the Boches were 
sure to torture you. Even so we 
always had volunteers for this most 
dangerous work. In most cities, up 
to 50,000, we only needed a group 
of eight or 10 for this intelligence 
work. It was not done by political 
parties—simply by French patriots 
of any party. 

We needed many more men for 
sabotage. When the French or 
British in London gave orders for 
a certain bridge to be destroyed— 
or part of a plant to be dynamited 
—we asked our friends to help. 
The Polish and Belgian refugees 
are wonderful saboteurs, and the 
Communists also helped greatly. 
These men didn’t know where 
their orders came from. They 
never had contact with but one

In France there are two kinds 
of Resistance men — intelligence 
agents, and the hidden troops of 
the Maquis. But the intelligence 
system directs everything, includ- 
ing food and shelter for under- 
ground troops (who are now free 
to fight at last). In my work I 
had help from all classes of peo-

'was a 90-year-old priest. He put 
me in touch with priests and el- 
derly nuns, who would not be sus- 
pected. Now that the Allies are 
close to Paris 1 am free at last to 
mention some of these brave peéo- 
ple. There was one frail little 
nun, nearly seventy. She was 
tireless, and carried many mes- 
sages for us. Once the Germans 
questioned her, and she had to lie. 

“Aren’t you ashamed to lie like 
that?” I teased her, 

“But I went to my bishop to ask 
absolution,” the nun replied. ‘The 
bishop said, ‘You have done a good 
work, my sister. You have 
sinned. You have been true to 
your country.’” 

STUDIED EVERY FACE 

The nun was very happy. Hun- 
dreds of simple people like that 
made our work possible ... . Yes, 
the underground is. a passionate

places. Soon I learned to look in 
every direction, to study every 
face—to watch always for a way 
to get out. . 

Above all, I learned how won- 
derful people can be—those whose 
hearts are right. And among 
these, two hundred and forty of 
my best comrades are gone. They 
have left more than two hundred 
widows—and more than eighty or- 
phans, I cannot return. to France 
without doing everything I can 
for those children who are victims 
of their parents’. patriotism. This 
is why I am telling you about the 
Resistance.

Dulles Is Quoted by Pearson 
As Apologizing For Axis 


NEW YORK, Aug. 28.—+4)— 
Herbert R. Brownell Jr., Repub- 
lican national chairman, today is- 
sued a formal statement in which 
he said “The brutal, inaccurate 
and unwarranted attack on John 
Foster Dulles (Governor Dewey’s 
foreign affairs adviser) last night 
by a Washington commentator 
over the Blue network requires 
immediate correction.” 


Brownell’s statement did not 
name the commentator, but a 
spokesman for the Blue network 
said he was Drew Pearson. 


Pearson in his broadcast last 
night said he had been asked by 
the government to remind his lis- 
teners of the need for conserving 
gasoline, adding: 

“In this connection, John Dulles 
drove all the way from Albany to 
Washington in one of Governor 
Dewey's automobiles. His excuse 
was an infected toe.” 

Pearson went on to say that he 
had “just run across a speech de- 
livered by Dulles in April, 1939, 
just before war broke, which 

makes me wonder if he is actually 
qualified to represent the Repub- 
lican party in this vitally impor- 
tant mission.”

Little, very little, thus far has been 
revealed of the underlying factors in the 
departmental feud.

Russians To Enter 
War Against Japan? 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Here in Washington, 
the best thought is that September could be the 
month of decision in Europe, but that it may 

drag on into October. 

As soon as Hitler’s Balkan setup is out, that door will be open, 
in addition to the one which the Russians and that which the Allied 
American-English-French armies are prying open in the west. 

September could be the month of decision. Even the pessimists 
believe it can last no longer than November. 

Meanwhile, news as exciting is that given out by authoritative 
sources which says that plans for an early smashing of Japan are 
in the making, with the staffs of England, the United States and 
Russia working together. 

Not only is England going to participate, as Churchill has pledged 
time after time, but she is going to participate in an all-out manner 
with all she has. There never was much doubt of this, but the 
English-haters of the nation have kept up a constant propaganda 
to the effect the English would drop out as soon as Germany was 
done in. 

The word now is that Winston Churchill and President Roosevelt, 
with the military and naval staffs of the two nations, will meet soon. 
Where they will meet, of course, is not known. One report insists 
that the French are most urgently requesting that the Prime Min- 
ister and the President come to France for a great demonstration 
in behalf of unity and support behind the new French government. 
The French already are faced with an effort by the collaborationists 
of the Laval type to worm their way back into France with the claim 
they worked with the Germans for the best interests of France. 

This is to be fiercely resisted and the French are insisting that 
the two great leaders of two of the great war Allies meet in France. 


This may happen. 
I do not at all mean to suggest that this 
Another Thought report, also current, has any official back- 
ing. But from newspapermen here who always have been close to 
excellent sources comes word that Russia is waiting only for Ger- 
many’s collapse, and for some consolidation of the problems in the 
conquered territory, before Russia herself joins in the attack against 


Japan,

He is 
no braver. But he is a good, tough soldier with good weapons. 

What we are doing now, carrying on an unrelenting, unceasing 
attack in which the battle is kept moving, is doing the greatest 
damage. Germany cannot halt the rolling back of her armies long 
enough to dig in, to catch her breath, to stand, and fight. 

Once their footprints sounded around the world, shaking it. 

Today this army is being smashed, broken, and driven in a flight 
it cannot stop. 

The English speak of it as the Battle of the Four Rivers, and 
they say, properly, the Germans will be destroyed when the four 
rivers meet. 

‘* In the west we have won the battle of the Seine. The Russians 
are winning the battle of the Vistula. The Allied armies are moving 
toward the Rhine and the Oder. 

Whether we will go on, or stop and drive up the channel coast, 
where the Russians will slow down to take all East Prussia, or 
by-pass some of it, remains undisclosed. But we are winning the 
Battle of the Four Rivers. 

It was the speed of these advances which started one of the most 
rapid roll-backs of an army that we have seen since the Germans 
rolled back the English and French to the beaches at Dunkirk. But 
this German army was not as weak and as ill-equipped as those of 
France and England. 

So, we must wait and see. The Germans still show they can 
fight with great skill and fanatical strength. There are defenses 
behind which, if they can find time to get their breath, they may 
hold for a while. 

Yet, autumn is almost here. And September could be the month 
in which the decision in Europe is reached. 

And then for the swift turn and the mighty blow at Japan.

Down Flak Alley’ 
With the Bombers 


N. J. Rosenzweig sends me a copy of “The 

Parachute,” house organ for the firm he repre- 

sents. Almost all of it is filled with letters from 

members of the firm’s personnel who are now on temporary assign- 

ment to the job of helping to end the criminal careers of a madman 
named Schickelgruber and his Jap pals, 

The first letter is from Lt. Bernard F. Bertland, a letter written 
from England. The lieutenant is in the U. S. Air Forces, assigned 
to one of our big bombers, the Flying Fortresses. His ship was one 
of the great sky armada that smashed Germany’s lines of supply 
and communication, that bombed the innocuity German heavy artil- 
lery, ahead of our ground forces as they fought their way up the 
beaches on D-Day. 

Lt. Bertland writes of his impressions and experiences on that 
day: 
“. . +» we took off to bomb strategic targets to aid in advancing 
the spearhead. It was clear weather and we could see a beautiful, 


panoramic view of the beachhead as we flew over. 

No Sound “There are literally hundreds and hundreds of ships 
of all types off the French coast—troops still pour- 

ing ashore from the landing craft—supply ships standing, by unload- 

ing—naval vessels shelling—laying down an. advance barrage for 

the intantry—smoke—flames—only, of course, to us—six miles 

above—no sound, except the roar of our own engines. ... 

“That evening’s target for our group was rather well protected 
with our old enemy—the flak batteries. Although it is repeated 
almost every time we fly, 1 don’t think you ever get used to flying 
down ‘Flak Alley’ on the bomb run. That is the period when there 
is no more evasive action, no swerving of the ship to dodge bursts, 
if the bombs are to go where they are aimed. 

“The enemy gunners know that, too, and that is when they really 
pour it on. You just stand there in the nose of your ship—boring 
in—trying not to watch the curtain of black growing steadily in 
front of you as the barrage intensifies closer to the target—you 
stand there—wondering if those streamers of white through the 
black of the flak bursts are as vicious as they look—you stand 


there—automatically calling each member of the crew by station 


to be sure each one is uninjured and at action station—through an 
eternity of helplessness, that actually lasts about six to ten min- 
utes—till it’s ‘Bombs way!—and let’s get the h—— out of here!’ 
‘The ship leaps like a live thing as the thousands of pounds of 
sudden death fall from the bomb bays—a sharp, diving, turn—to run 
the gauntlet of explosives on the way out, but at least this time we 

have freedom of maneuver to help us keep clear. 
“Sounds, sounds you'll never for-

Another woosh, accompanied by a sudden, violent pitching of the 
ship, that you know is now SOP (Standard Operating Procedure) 
in any pilot’s book. 

““‘Check battle damage. Right waist to navigator.

“You look out frorn as the astro-dome and see a hole big enough 
to crawl through, six feet from the end of the wing—right there 
is where you really begin to appreciate the ability of these ‘Queens 
of the Sky’ to take it and keep on flying. 

“The battle got a bit personal that trip. I have a habit of kneel- 
ing on a step in the cabin to see out the nose. Just as I hauled my-

Hiawatha shot 10 arrows into 
the air, and “shot them with such 
strength and swiftness that the 
tenth had left the bowstrings ere 
the first to earth had fallen.” 


Longfellow exaggerated little if 
any, for a modern bow with a 60- 
pound pull will shoot a flight 
arrow a thousand yards, 


The bow was a much more ef- 
fective weapon than moderns real- 
ize. It was last used as the chief 
weapon in a decisive engagement 
at the Battle of Hastings, which 
gave England to William of Nor- 
mandy, but the guns which sup- 
planted it were s rior only in 
their ability to puncture armor.

English bowmen in 1066 could | 


shoot their arrows, without aim- 
ing at individual targets, faster 
than a modern soldier aims and 
shoots a bolt-action rifle. During 
the first few minutes of a battle, 
the air seemed filled with arrows 
—and they were far more deadly 
than modern bullets. 


The broadhead, with cutting 
edges whetted as sharp as a knife, 
would pass through one man and 
kill the one behind him, . And 
whereas the modern bullet is sel- 
dom fatal unless it strikes some 
vital part, the broad arrowhead 
usually cut enough veins and ar- 
teries to cause internal hemor- 
rhage. Present day hunters, using 
broadhead arrows, find that a 
deer shot in the lungs.-is quickly 
drowned by its own blood. 


The flint arrowhead used by the 
Indians was no less deadly than 
heads of iron, and the bow and 
arrow made a much more effec- 
tive weapon than the blunderbuss 
used by early settlers. In fact, 
the conquest of America would 
have been far more difficult if 
had been shrewd 
enough to rely on their own fa- 


-miliar weapon. 


When they discarded bows and 
arrows, they were helpless with- 
out powder and lead, which could 
be obtained only from white trad- 
ers. They never learned to shoot 
the old muzzle-loaders with the 
white man’s accuracy, and they 
lost the advantage of shooting 
from ambush at close range with- 
out making a sound to reveal their 
position. (Our boys, fighting Japs 
in the jungle, often wish for a 
silent weapon and the skill to 
use it.) 


Modern inventions have not 
made battles more terrible or 
more deadly. In olden times the 
wounded died of shock, but now 
they are saved by plasma; nearly 
all wounds became infected, usu- 
ally with fatal results, but now 
infection is prevented by sulfa; 
torso wounds made by arrows or 
swords were almost invariably 
fatal, whereas 90 per cent of bul- 


ile: wounds are now mended by 
| surgery.

That Joan of Arc Was Right 


When Gen. Charles de Gaulle raised the Cross of Lorraine, he 
may have thought of Joan of Arc, not:as the saint, but as the first 
European military leader to have organized a le’s war. Joan, 
a peasant girl and born democrat, lived in a feudal 
French nobility, who led, not national armies but their 
province after province to the English, also led : 

They had fought, in the manner of their age, batt! 
exchanging captured noblemen for ransoms, thinking 
interests, not of a “cause.” with victors and vanquished 
terms immediately after the battle. 


Joan was the first European nationalist. Her

Joan’s greatest contribution to the deliverance of France was 
this creation of a popular faith for which the common Pe would 
fight, because they instinctively felt it was true.

But the authorities who ruled 
world knew full well that it was revolutionary, and church and 
collaborated to her doom. 

Her second contribution was the discovery that the form of war- 
fare was outdated. She had no more respect for the French military 
than Gen. de Gaulle had for Gamelin. She was a military genius, 
and this combination of what was then modern war and a fanatical 
faith to raise the masses made her victorious.

. In fact, the war of the armies and the war of the people were 
separated in the great moment. After the victory in Normandy, 
Gen. Eisenhower had a choice: to march on Paris, or turn north 
in pursuit of the German armies, seeking to destroy their military 
power. From a military viewpoint, Eisenhower made the right 
choice. As strategy Paris was secondary. Afterward Paris could 
be invested as a matter of course. 

But in the life of a people there are no matters of course. Joan 
knew that. You must strike when the anvil is hot.. You must 
strike when the spirit of the people is mounting to crescendo. De 
Gaulle and the Parisians knew what Joan knew. They did not 
wait:for the cheapest moment. They took the appropriate moment. 

And what a feat of organization! To command an army in the 
field is one thing. To command a rag-tag and bobtail army, organ 
ized underground by stealth, un-uniformed, in hiding in homes, 
factories and offices, consisting of the most desperate 
ex-officers, students, college professors, and, in the mass, industrial 
workers, all under the eyes of the Gestapo and under the heels of 
an army of occupation; to give the order: Fight! And they fight! 
That is a miracle of organization and intel 

And the Germans? othing is more terrifying than the rising 
of masses. Once it starts it has the power of an eruption of nature. 
It has a primitive hostility that creates a panic no army can spread. 
The spontaneity of its actions makes it impossible to prepare cnol 
countermeasures. The psychological surprise adds to the terror. 
One must remember that these hundreds of thousands of Parisians 
have been working under German ‘eyes for four years, seemingly 
harmless. The police—they had been carrying out the German 
orders, if not enthusiastically, then properly. And suddenly they 
all turn around and show one common visage of fearless

“It sounds too good to be true,” 
the Marine replied. He had been 
in the Pacific for almost two years, 
sleeping in “shelter-halves,” sub- 
sisting on K rations and cocoanut 
milk; he had landed on Nanomea 
and lived there for seven weeks 
without fresh water; the sky was 
thick with enemy planes then. 
And after Nanomea there had 
been Tarawa, for he was one of 
the Marines who had taken part in 
the invasion of that island and 
lived to tell about it. 

The doctor’s word was good, 
and now the Marine is back home 
in Thomaston, Ga.—Pfc. Whitten 
L. Lackey, who wanted to be a 
Marine because he admired them, 
and enlisted, although he was 
married and had two children, be- 
cause he “though he could help.” 

Before the war, he had worked 
at Thomaston Cotton Mills, and 
since he has been away his wife 
has worked there, kept house and 
looked after the children. They 
are a clean-cut, good looking 
young couple whose sole purpose 
has been to do their jobs as well 
and as faithfully as they could. He 
will talk about those months in 
the Pacific, in order not to be dis- 
courteous; “But there wasn‘t any- 
thing heroic about them,” he em- 
phasizes, “they were just kind 
of tough, that’s all.” He paused 
for a moment. “There isn’t much 
that you can tell the civilians back 
home. There are some things that 
you don’t want to remember; and 
if you tell about the hardships, 
then the families of men who are 
over.there now will worry.” I 
listened in silence, thinking how 
stupid the censorship of Army 
men’s reading material had been; 
and now here was one of them 
trying to protect the civilians from 
the unpleasant facts of war! 

“If anytning 1 say sounds like 
griping, then I’ve told it wrong, 
for that wasn’t the way we look- 
ed atit. We were glad to do what 
we could. And though I suppose 
I’m lucky, in a way, to be home, 
yet I feel like I ought to be back 
over there. You see, we were 
sent across in December, 1942, 
when a few men and a few sup- 
plies had to do the work of many. 
After 31 days on a transport ship 
we landed at American Samoa, 
then went later to British Samao 
for advanced training— and Ma- 
rines are well trained, make no 
doubt of that. I’m a machine gun- 
ner, but I’ve been taught how to 
handle any firearm from a Spring- 
field rifle to a .44 millimeter ack- 
ack gun. I suppose that’s one rea- 
son why Mariries make such good 
invasion troops. 

“Our first invasion? It was 
on Nanofthea in the Ellice islands, 
just south of the Gilbert group. A 
Jap flag was flying over the is- 
land, but we found no troops there. 
They had evidently not gotten 
around to occupying and fortifying 
it.

tions and the milk of green coco- 
nuts. We had taken some, drink- 
water with us, of course, but 
it did not last long in that heat, 
and it was almost two months be- 
fore we got the machine set up to 
make sea water drinkable.” 
Pvt. Lackey’s 10-year-old son, 
wearing a U. S. Marine cap, came

experiences. If he had heard them 
before, they were still the most 
interesting things that had oc- 
curred in his short life. 

“We expected an invasion by 
the enemy at any time, and al- 
though their planes came pretty 
constantly, it was always worst 
as the full moon approached. On 
moonlight nights we went to bed 
in our shelter-halves, wondering 
if we'd still be there when the 
sand crabs came to awaken us in 
the morning—they did that by 
pulling our hair with theif claws. 

“But on the eighth day—that 
was the happiest day I spent in 
the Pacific—the air trip through 
the jungle was completed by the 
Sea Bees and we saw one lone- 
some little Grumann fighter come 
in and land. It was followed by 
about 15 more, and at last we had 
air protection! It would be hard 
to say which we loved more, the

ers ” 


I wanted to hear about Tarawa 
but I dared not ask. This soldier) 
was tired, and it was because of a 
severe tropical disease that he 
had been sent home when the oth- 
ers of his outfit went on to take 
Saipan. “There isn’t much I can 
tell you now about Tarawa and 
the Gilbert Islands,” he said, “I 
suppose I can say that one rea- 
son Tarawa was so tough is that 
we were up against the best sol- 
diers Japan has, the Japanese Im- 
perial army, every one of them 
six feet or over. 


“You’ve read about it, how we 
lost 762 Marines before we could 
get started, about those pill-boxes 
of such heavy concrete that the 
shells from our battleships only 
nicked the concrete and bounced 
off. They had mined the reefs 
and when our first wave of land- 
ing barges hit them, they were 
turned over and the men spilled 
into the water—where the Japs 
machine-gunned them. Of 300 
sal in that first wave, only three 

ved. 


“Then we tried another land- 
ing place and this time three am- 
phibious tractors got ashore to 
make a 50-yard beachhead. Those 
men were killed, too, but it gave 
us a start. I went in with the 
fourth wave, Our job as machine- 
gunners was to protéct the rear 
of our advancing columns, for the 
Japs had a way of slipping around 
behind them. 

“Seventy hours after we start- 
ed, the American flag was flying. 
We pushed the remaining Japs 
over to the next island (there 
were 250 of them) and sent 51 
—e in to get ’em. They did, 
00. 

“But those Japs can fight, intel- 
ligently and skillfully—they aren’t 
licked yet.” 

Pvt. Lackey hopes to go back 
because he “can help more by be- 
ing there then here.” Postwar 
plans? Yes; he is. enthusiastic 
about vocational training programs 
and wants to study welding or 
armory. His work might take him 
to the northeast or far west; but 
distance and new horizons do not 
intimidate a man who has come 
home from Tarawa.

This man’s union, the 
United Auto Workers, having now- 
adays about 1,000,000 head within 
its corrals, 90 per cent of them 
either unwilling or uncomprehend- 
ing captives, has a particularly bad 
record. It was the union in the 
memorable Allis-Chalmers Com- 
munist shutdown near Milwaukee 
in the days of the Hitler-Stalin 
alliance. Again it was the union 
responsible for the North Ameri- 
can Aviation blockade at Ingle- 
wood, Cal., which was broken only 
by troops of the regular Army. 
Neither one was a membership 
strike. They were Communist in- 
surrections. 


The object in both cases was to 
prevent the conversion of this 
nation’s industry from peace to 
war and thus to assure Britain’s 
defeat, as she stood alone against 
the Nazis. The Communists plan- 
ned the dissolution of the Unit- 
ed States into a mobocracy, un- 
der external force from trium- 
phant Nazi and internal Commu- 
nist force. After that Communist 
dictatorship was to come, The 
plan changed on June 22, 1941; 
when Hitler double-crossed his ally 
and the war became, in the view 
of Mr, Thomas’ Communist col- 
leagues, a crusade for freedom in 
which we were welcome to par- 
ticipate. The Communists even 
berated us for not being able to 
send equipment to Russia in larger 
quantities, a failure which was 
largely their own doing. 


The soidiers in France are too 
busy with more urgent. matters to 
inform themselves that two of the 
more detestable Communist sabo- 
teurs involved in these two jobs 
have, ever since, enjoyed defer- 
ments in the draft on the ground 
that as professional unioneers they 
are essential to the war effort on 
the home front. It is doubtful that 
Thomas will remember to tell 
them that, or that he will explain 
the more spiritual aspect of CIO- 
unionism as pronounced by his 
valued colleague, one Posner, 
known as Thomas De Lorenzo, 
who said that if it came to a ques- 
tion of sacrificing some advantage 
for Mr. Thomas’ union or sacrific- 
ing the life of an American flyer, 
he would let the flyer die. The 
question was one of deliberately 
retarded production of fighting 


planes for the Navy. And so deep 
was the position occupied by 
Thomas and De Lorenzo, under the 
political patronage of the com- 
mander in chief, that even Frank 


Knox, then secretary of the Navy, 
kept silent. 


They were blasted out only 
when a subordinate in the Navy 
Department privately appealed to 
certain members of the press to 
publicize this sector of labor’s 
gains under the New Deal. But 
it is incorrect to say that they 
were blasted out. The one called 
De Lorenzo got a vote of confi- 
dence from his subjects, who oth- 
erwise might have suffered from 
epidemic broken-leg, and Brother 
Roosevelt’s government, forced to 
offer some rebuke, chose the mild- 
est possible way. He got 30 days 
and a $500 fine for giving false 
data on a government question- 
naire, but nothing for the sabotage. 
He may never serve the 30 days 
and the union may pay the fine. 

This is the boldest political mis- 
sion yet sent to the troops. The 
President’s own forays have the 
color, if not the exact odor, of 
legitimacy. Mrs. Roosevelt, after 
all, did go through the masquerade 
of wearing a Red Cross habit on 
her roundabout visit to her politi- 
cal protege, Joe Lash, on Guadal- 
canal. But the union politicians 
have no such excuse or disguise 
for a mission which is purely po- 
litical, They go as advocates of 
the fourth term and of all Roose- 
velt’s works and purposes. The 
immediate object was to deceive 
the troops by propaganda to which 
men so far from home and so pre- 
occupied could not have the an- 
swers. ; 

“This strike talk is purely prop- 
aganda,” said one of them. 

That there have been more than 
10,000 strikes in war plants since 
Pearl Harbor is well known at 
home, but the troops can’t know 
that. And even we, at home, can’t 
know the whole truth, because the 
Roosevelt Labor Department keeps 
the statistics and, being an ac- 
complice, naturally will not squeal 
and implicate itself.

Georgia Prison System Reform 
Program Is Making Progress 


Georgia’s pardon racket and 
prison system were for many 
years the number one disgrace of 
the . nation. 

Governor Arnall, during his 
campaign for election, promised to 
end the pardon racket. He did 
this quickly and successfully, and 
over the opposition of some poli- 
ticians who hated to see any pow- 
er taken away from them. 

It immediately became appar- 
ent that though the parole depart- 
ment and prisons were entirely 
separate and distinct, it was im- 
possible to build a fair. and safe 
parole system on an inhuman 
prison system that was totally 
lacking in adequate records and 
that made no effort to rehabili- 
tate prisoners. Also, the situation 


within the prisons was bad and 


there were wholesale escapes. Ob- 
viously, something had to be done. 

The prison system was s0 en- 
tangled in Georgia’s whole politi- 
cal setup that any attempt to 
change it was going to mean a 
fight. 


The first problem the governor 
faced was to find two key men. 
One was needed as director of 
the department and the other as 
warden at Tattnall. Men had to 
be found who were willing to 
tackle the tough job of reform- 


der difficult conditions, because 
there was no guarantee against 
political interference and assur- 
ance that there would not be a 
complete change of personnel with 
each administration. 

Because of this situation it took 
time for the governor to secure 
these men. In the meantime, Mr. 
Wiley Moore assumed temporary 
charge. Through Governor Ar- 
nall and Senator George the heads 
of the federal system were in- 
terested in Georgia’s difficulties 
and loaned Mr, Moore a number 
of their staff to help him get 
started along the right line. The 


ing the state’s prison system un-} 


governor then fought for and ob- 
tained more adequate state funds 
for the department. 

Finally, Governor Arnall se- 
cured two men to fill the key 
posts. Francis R. Hammack, a 
Georgian * who had had many 
years’ experience with the FBI, 
was made director. A. C. Ader- 
hold, for years warden of the fed- 
eral penitentiary and now living 
in Atlanta, consented to come out 
of retirement and take the job of 
warden at Tattnall. 

These men were appointed in 
February, 1944. The six months 
they have held office have given 
them time only to begin to re- 
model the prison setup. The ghast- 
ly system existing in Georgia was 
a development of more than 50 
years. Tearing it down and build- 
ing anew is going to be slow work. 
Articles to follow this one will ex- 
plain what has been done and how 
much more needs to be done. 


Because the prison system has 
been involved with: the State 
Highway Department and with the 
counties, it has been snarled in a 
political mesh that is hard to 
throw off. While most.public ad- 
ministrators and prison officials 
are co-operating to improve the 
situation, there will always be 
some who will fight against every 
improvement. 

Mistakes will be made. For a 
time, new methods will have to be 
tried until the best ones can be 
found. 

Prison reform has just begun. 

The first step forward has been 
made. 

Unless the people of Georgia de- 
mand that the reforms go forward, 
the whole plan will be sabotaged 
by selfish politicians. 

The League of Women Voters 
urges the public to continue to 
support the Governor in this pro- 
gram, not only for the good of the 
prisoners, but because the whole 
future of the state and the self- 
interest of every citizen is _ in-

WASHINGTON. —The_ speedy 
liberation of France, while the 
German armies are being forced 
back to their frontiers on both the 
eastern and western fronts, has 
hastened a rush of demands on 
planning for the military occupa- 
tion of Germany and also on the 
postwar security conference at 
Dumbarton Oaks. 

History repeats itself in that in 
the hour of victory, as in World 
War I, Allies, large and small, 
want to be sure their rewards for 
their sacrifices are not overlooked. 

In delimiting the zones of mili- 
tary occupation of Germany it 
was easy to agree that, no matter 
which army reaches Berlin first, 
it will be under forces detailed 
by the armies of the United States, 
Russia, and Great Britain. Rus- 
sia will occupy all of Germany 
east of a line to be drawn south 
from Berlin. The rest of Germany 
is left to the Britain and thé Unit- 
ed States. 

The British insist upon the 
Rhine industrial district, includ- 
ing the Ruhr and the ports of 
Hamburg and Bremen as their 
zone. The zone to which they 
would assign the United States is 
southern Germany and Austria. 

But we are not so modest as not 
to press our interest in at least 
having access to the ports instead 
of having to do all the transport 
for our army of occupation from 
French ports across the French 
railroads. 

Gen. Charles De Gaulle will 
stand firm that France shall also 
have a zone of occupation across 
the Rhine. The eventual de- 
cision in the apportionment will be 
up to President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill. 

Meanwhile, Holland lets it be 
known that 60 per cent of her rich 
black soil will be unproductive 
for many years owing to its hay- 
ing been flooded by the Germans. 
Acre for acre she would have this 
replaced by the annexation of the 
same amount from Germany from 
which the Germans would be 
evacuated to make room for Dutch 
farmers.

PARIS.—(By Wireless; Delayed)—I had thought that for me there could never again be 
But I had reckoned without the libegation of Paris—I had reckoned 
without remembering that I might be a part of this richly historic day. 

We are in Paris—on the first day—one of the great days of alltime. This is being writ- 
ten, as other correspondents are writing their pieces, under an emotional tension, a pent-up 
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until we were literally red in the 
and I must say we en- 
joyed it. 

Once when the jeep was simply 
swamped in human traffic and had 
to stop, we were swarmed over 
and hugged and kissed and torn 
at. Everybody, even beautiful 
girls, insisted on kissing you on 
both cheeks. Somehow I got 
started kissing babies that were 
held up by their parents, and for 
a while it looked like a baby- 
kissing politician going down the 
street. The fact that I hadn't 
shaved for days, and was gray- 
bearded as well as baldheaded, 
made no difference. Once when 
we came to a stop some French- 
man told us there was still snipers 
shooting, so we put our steel hel- 
mets back on. . 

The people certainly looked well 
fed and well dressed. The streets 
were lined with green trees and 
modern buildings. All the stores 
were closed in holiday. Bicycles 
were so thick I have an idea there 
have been plenty of accidents to- 
day, with tanks and jeeps over- 
running the populace, 

We entered Paris via Rue Aris- 
tide Briand and Rue D’Orleans. 
We were slightly apprehensive, 
but decided it was all right to 
keep going as long as there were 
crowds. But finally we were 
stymied by the people in the 
streets, and then above the din we 
heard some not-too-distant explo- 
sions—the Germans trying to de- 
stroy bridges across the Seine. 
And then the rattling of machine- 
guns up the street, and that old 
battlefield whine of high-velocity 
shells just overhead. Some of us 
veterans ducked, but the Parisians 
just laughed and continued to 
carry on. 

There came running over to our 
Jeep a tall, thin, happy woman in

She was Mrs. Helen Cardon, 
who lived in Paris for 21 years 
and has not been home to Amer- 
ica since 1935. Her husband is 
an officer in the French Army 
Headquarters and home now after 
two and a half years as a German 
prisoner.

Considered in terms of calories, 
proteins, carbohydrate or even 
vitamins, pickles are not a valuable 
article of diet. But pickles and 
relishes are worth-while because, 
adding a piquant quality to a 
meal, they stimulate appetite and 
interest in other foods.

companiment to the meat course, 
but in addition they may be used 
to perk up the flavor of bland 
foods, baked beans for example, 
and they can be used to convert 
salad dressings and sauces from 
the simple to the sublime. 


Late summer and early fall tra- 
ditionally is pickling time, when 
odds and ends from the garden 
are combined with spices and vin- 
egar to make a number of flavor- 
giving relishes.

Peel and slice cucumbers and 
onions. Mix with salt. Drain 
overnight through a muslin bag 
or several layers of cheesecloth, 
Combine 3 cups of the vinegar and 
the sugar and bring to a boil, Mix 
mustard, turmeric and cornstarch 
with the remaining 1 cup cold vin- 
egar and add to the vinegar and 
sugar. .Add drained vegetables 
and bring to a boil. Pack imme- 
diately into hot, sterilized jars. 
Process in hot water bath 20 min- 
utes. Makes 6 or 7 pints, 


CHOW-CHOW 

1 gallon chopped cabbage

Take Exercise 
To Streamline 


Bulging Figure 

By IDA JEAN KAIN. 
Exercise. isn’t reducing in gen- 
eral, and diet is not much help in 


taking weight off the hips. So it 
sounds like hopeless hips. Well, 


but it’s beautifully streamlining. 
One determined young lady lost 
five inches off her hips with only 
10 pounds of weight off. She ex- 
ercised. 

Another girl, whose weight was 
normal exercised three inches off 
her hips withqut losing any 
weight. That’s what can be done 
with the right kind of exercise. 

Extra calories or no, hips just 
naturally seem to spread. There’s 
a big, fleshy muscle on the back 
of the hips, the gluteus maximus. 
When that wide-spreading muscle 
loses tone, a girl just about loses 
her figure. Then, there’s the 
gluteus medius, a short, thick mus- 
cle that gives the side of the hip 
its rounded contour, and lying 
just underneath, the gluteus mini- 
mus. These are the muscles that 
must be put to work if hips are to 
be slimmed, When these big mus- 
cles are kept in tone, the figure is 
measurably trimmer. 

There are all kinds of hip exer- 
cises, so choose the kind that 
seems easiest. Exercises taken 
lying down cuts down the energy 
cost of exercise, and reduces the 
margin for error from the pos- 
ture standpoint. Here is an easy 
version of the old bicycle exercise 
which tones the big muscle on the 
back of the hips.

’ Position: Lying on the left side 
on the floor with the head cush- | 
ioned on the left arm, the right | 
hand out on the floor in front as 
a brace. | 

Movement: Work the knees up | 
and down like pistons—bring al- 
ternate knees high up toward the 
chest and shoot them straight 
down. Do this 25 times on the 
left side, then shift to the right for 
25 more .counts before calling it 
quits, 

And here’s a simple exercise to 
put tone back in the side hip mus- 
cles: : 

Position: Lying on side, legs 
straight down, one on top of the 
other, — 

Movement: Raise the top leg up 
and slightly backward, hold and 
lower. Repeat 12 counts, relax and 
repeat another 12 counts. Re- 
verse sides and do the same with 
the other leg. 

Finish by making wide circles 
from the hip, resting between each 
12 counts. 

Streamlined hips measure six 
times the size of your waist. An- 
other standard is that hips should 
be no more than two inches larger 
than the bust measurement. Three 
inches larger is considered full, 
and four inches: more is called

But he conceded that local CIO 
labor groups may have spent some 
money. 

Talk in congress has been that 
the CIO played a big hand in 
these upsets. 

Hillman told the House Commit- 
tee set up to investigate campaign 
expenditures and practices that his 
organization had been “credited” 
for defeat of “reactionary candi- 
dates” but: 

“We have no great interest 
where the credit lies. We are con- 
cerned with results and in our 
view, the results have been good.” 

Committee Counsel J. J. Caddell 
questioned Hillman _§ specifically 
about the Starnes, Costello and 
Kleberg contests. Hillman submit- 
ted a list of PAC contributions, 
including $955 to the campaign of 
Helen Gahagan Douglas, the ac- 
tress, in California; $4,500 in an 
unsuccessful effort to defeat Rep. 
Cox, of Georgia, and $2,000 to re- 
turn Luther Patrick, a former 
member, to the house as an Ala- 
bama representative. The PAC 
also spent $2,000 against Rep 
Fish, Republican, New York, the 
list showed.
